WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—Reduction of the alcohol tax rate and 
the imposition of a special levy on cereal beverages, as a means to 
dam the flood-of bootieg liquor and beer throughout the country, were 


recommended to the House Ways 


and Means Committee, today, by 


Brig.-Gen,. L. C. Andrews, Assistant Secretary of the Treasury, in charge 


of prohibition law enforcement. 
Halving the present alcohol tax 

rate would Knock the bottom out 

of the illicit alcohol market by 


wiping out the profits, and the 
suggested i-cent a gallon cereal 
beverage tax would force pre-Vol- 
stead beer brewerles, whose doors 
are now closed to the government, 
to submit to frequent inspections, 
according to Gen. Andrews. 

“Breweries have made good their 
point, that, because they are not 
making beverages with alcoholic 
content, they are not subject to 
inspection,’ complained Gen. An- 
drews. “Near beer ‘s manufac- 
tured, in the very nature of its 
production, only by the makers of 
high-powered beer. 


TOO MUCH TEMPTATION 


“Apparently, it is beyond human 
nature to withstand the temptation 
to allow some of the high-powered 
stuff to trickle out before it can 
be dealcoholized. We need the 
right to supervise the industry if 
we are to stop this wholesale flood 
of beer. And a tax of a cent a 
gallon would produce, it is esti- 
mated, more than enough to pay 
for the supervision.” 

Chicago, in the Middle West, and 
Pennaylivania and New York, lead 
the country in the production of 
the illegal beer, according to 
Andrews, who asserted that the 
beer situation had prompted more 
criticism and presented more dif- 


@ficulties than any other phase of 


prohibition efforts. 

“We are looking for ways to re- 
duce or eliminate these taxes, rath- 
rer than finding new things to tax,” 
suggested Representative Tread- 


way, Republican, Massachusetts, 
discussing the prcposed cereal bev- 
erage tax. 


WANTS OTHER SIDE 

“Yes, and if we are seriously to 
consider such a levy,” deciared 
Representative Chindblom, Repub- 
lican, Illinols, “we must be allowed 
to hear from the other side.” 

Approximately 20,000,000 gal- 
lons of whisky are held in bond- 
ed warehouses today, according to 
the General, who asserted that 
“shrinkage and evaporation,” ac- 
counted for the difference between 
that amount and the 30,000,000 
gallons in storage when the pro- 
hibition law was passed. 

“By ‘evaporation and shrink- 
age’ d> you mean pi'fering or do 
you include it?” asked Representa- 
tive Hawley, Republican, Oregon.

Refusal. of Appropriation 
for New Vessels Arouses 
: Naval Minister

TOKIO, Nov. 2.—The vernacu- 
lar newspapers are dilating today 
on the serious row between the 
Finance and the Navy departments 
over the apparent refusal of the 
Finance Minister to approve an 
appropriation of 23,000,000 yen for 
the replacement of auxiliary naval! 
vessels in the next five years. 

The Finance Minister contends 
that economic conditions make 
such an appropriation impossible, 
but navy heads declare the safe- 
ty of the country necessitates the 
replacement program. It was 
pointed out today by naval lead- 
ers that the expenditure is strict- 
ly for replacement pur and 
the first naval budget which Japan 
has ever had which has been en- 
tirely for replacement.

Sing Sing Warden Assails 
Disposal of Slayers 


Holds Capital Punishment 
Not Crime Deterrent 


Life Terms Without Pardon 
_Seen as Solution . 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
CHICAGO, Nov. 2.—The warden 
of Sing Sing who has directed the 
execution of more than 100 con- 
victed murderers, tonight in an ad- 
Gress here déclared capital pun- 


ishment a failure. It is the cer- 
tainty, not the nature, of the pen- 
alty, which deters crime, Warden 
L. E: Laws told*hts audience and 
“capital punishment can never be 
anything but an unceftainty.” 

“In capital punishment we see 
the spectacle of a great common- 
wealth ot to the ethics of a 
/murderer, for legal execution ts a 
cold, deliberate act. It is punish- 
ment for revenge, not for protec- 
tion. It serves no purpose but to 
get rid of the murderer. I used to 
believe strongly in the social ne- 
cessity of capital punishment, now 
I do not. 

“There is no room for sentimen- 
tality, but death pales into insig- 
nificance compared with life im- 
prisonment.” 

The warden advocated life sen- 
tences without pardon for at least 
twenty years, except under order 
from the State Supreme Court 
showing ground for it. 

“We find fewer homicidal crimes 
in States which have abolished the 
death penalty than in those, com- 
parable in character, where it is 
retained. When England had 240 
capital offenses, crime was far more 
prevalent than today. Executions, 
like war, brutalize men; the more 
that take place, the greater the 
number there are to execute. 

“We have had capital punish-

The glaring headlines of an 
afternoon paper reached the streets 
just as Chief Heath and the com- 
missioners were inspecting a de- 
tachment of “the city’s finest” at’ 


the iLncoln Heights station. 

“I've heard nothing about it,” 
was the Chief's first comment when 
he could be lured to a telephone. 
“IT sup I would have known 
about the matter, for it apparent- 
ly concerns me,” he said. 

Later on, located at the Wilshire 
station, Chief Heath went into 
more details and declared that he 
has not announced and does not 
intend to announce his resigna- 
tion. “There is no truth in the re- 
port,” he said. | 


NEWS TO KINNEY 


At the City Hail the same state- 
ments were mede by those who are 
apt to know an impending resigna- 
tion. Secretary Kinney of the May- 
or’s office said he had heard noth- 
ing about it, and later in the day 
visited the Mayor at his home, 
where the Mayor is recovering 
from injuries received a few days 
ago.

Prof. F. Meyer, director of the Hooper 
Foundation of Medical Research at the Unt- 
versity of California, asks the question: 
“How, then, are we to keep up the supe 
riority of America? What kind of a nation 
will we eventually become, with the fit 
bearing no children and the unfit raising 
large families?” The professor Makes the 
gloomy remark in his text that we are “in 
the right direction to become a nation of 
morons.” 

A pessimist, looking through colored 
glasses, has a hard time of it. With the 
bright shining rays of light obscured from 
without and his own morbid sentiments re- 
flected from within, such statements should 
be taken for their intrinsic value, stripped 
of the crepe-hanging circu.stances under 
which they are made. One might expect 
that sort of jeremiads from the cold <ll- 
mates where sleet, snow and ice refrigerate 
inner convictions, but to utter these lamen- 
tations under the bright sky of California 
leaves no excuse. 

This nation is a nation of red-blooded citt- 
zens, a people of mental and physical quali- 
fications at least equal to those of any Fu- 
ropean nation. The big prite which “Amer- 
ica is paying for being the world’s melting 
pot” about which the professor speaks was 
either a spelling mistake or the professor's 
misapplied conception of the word. He 
must have wanted to say “prize,” for the 
mixing of various racial alloys of Buropean 
blood has worked out well for this country. 
For one thing, the process has brought about 
the extinction of racial hatreds for which 
Europe has paid and is paying an exorbt- 
tant price. For another, the new race of 
the New World shows staying physical 
qualities which are looked for in vain in 
most of the mother countries of the Old 
World. That became apparent dyring the 
great war. 

It is one thing to linger fondly en a 
newly coined word like “moron” and use 


definition has not as yet been determined. 
It is another to taunt a nation with the 
sobriquet for the sake of making an ora- 
torical hit. As an orator the professor 
takes one sophisticated rule of rhetoric 
too literally where it should be only in- 
dulged in for the Sake of sophistry; that 
is the rule to use « vague word for confus- 
ing effect.

Question of Whether They 
Are Perishable Fruit 
Discussed at Hearing 


Is a cantaloupe a melon or 
should it be classified as perishable 
fruit? 

This weighty question was de- 
bated at great length before Ex- 
aminer John Howell of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission at 
two hearings in the local offices of 
the State Railroad Commission. 
The hearings were on the com- 
plaint of C. M. Brown, represent- 


ing the cantaloupe growers of Im- 


rial Valley, and the American 
{t Growers’ Association of Cali- 
fornia. 

Brown maintained that canta- 
loupes are generally known only 
as cants or “loupes” among grow- 
ers, Who should benefit by a lower 
rate in effect on unclassified per- 
ishable products. The term mel- 
ons among shippers generally con-. 
veys the idea of watermelons, 
which drew a higher rate, he said. 
Attorney Westlake represented the 
railroa@ carriers and maintained 
that cantaloupes are properly clas- 
sified as melons because they are a 
derivative of muskmelons. The 
case Was submitted. 

The Fruit Growers’ Association 
was represented by O. W. Schleus- 
suer, Manager, who sought to have 
the Interstate Commission investi- 
gate refrigerator car rates on can- 
taloupe shipments to all interstate

The 
tale runs that the devil assumed 
mortal shape and became chief of 
a great tribe. He misused his pow- 
er to attack the neighboring In-

herself over the waterfall. Tah- 
quitz was overcome with grief and 
devoted the rest of his life to be- 
moaning his lost love, wandering 
over the mountain dide.
